Leadership Stoughton was creaied by the Stoughton Chamber of
Commerce to promote and enhance community ieadership and
involvement. This is accomplished by providing quality programs
that develop leadership skills and create community awareness.

Now In Its fourth year, this program is developing well-informed
and highly motivated leaders who are qualified to assume pres-
ent and future leadership roles in the Stoughton area.

Through a series of seven-hour monthly fraining sessions,
Leadership Stoughton emphasizes leadership concepts and com-
munity needs. Programs focus on Stoughton's herifage and cuk-
ture, the local economy, legal services, government, education
and health care.,

Each session features local leaders and specialists In various
forums - including lectures, round table discussions, question and
answer sassions and tours throughout the clty. A two hour profes-
sional management fraining session conducted by Edgewood
Coilege is part of sach month's program.

Leadership Stoughton reguires a one day a month commitment
from September to May and a sponsorship cost of $650 for the
fotal program. (There is a 10 percent discount when two or more
register from the same company.) in addition each participant wil
take part in a group project diding a local non-profit organization,

v To provide a program that develops an awareness and under-
standing of the resources, processes, problem and issues offecting
Stoughton.

v To develop a support system among participants which will
cid them in their lieadership efforts as well as benefit the community.

v To promote involverment and participation of the individuals
enrolled In the program in volunteer, elective and appointed posi-
tions within Stoughton.
